For the Housekeeper—

Tha following very excellant and exact
formulas for plekle mixtures are taken
from a pamphlet lssued by the Agricul
tural College of the State of New York,
and are given wverbatim:

It I& the custom with wvegotables, such
a8 tomatoes and eucumberw, to nouk them
ln brine before putting tham through the
regular pickling process. The brine is prob
ably umsed beocmuse It withdraws molsture
from the tissue of the vegetnbles and makes
it posxible to abtain s firmer result, renders
o milder flavor, gives the desired salt taste
and wdds to the keeping quality of the
plekle.

The strength of brine required depends
on the length of time the vegetable to be
pickled In to remaln in the brine.

Too strong t brine softens and spojls the
vogotable

To muake brine, to one quart of water
add onethird to one-half cupful of salt. The
brine should be strong enough to float o
fresh egy.

To keep plckles green, grape leaves and
cabbage leaven are sald to help In retaining
the natural green color of cucumbers and
unripse tomatoes. The bottom and sides of
the kettle are lined with lsaves, the kettle
Is then Alled with the mixture o be plckled
and a layer of leavea in andded to gover the
top of the mixture. The mixture s then
brought slowly to the bolling peint. © The
practice of “greening” vegotables by cook-
ing them In copper ketllos ls a dangerous
one, If copper s used at all 1t muyst be
with the utmont ciare, and the utensil must
be merupulously clean,

refitted to serve both as & model In house-
hold decoration and furnishing and as a
working laboratory in household adminis-
tration.

The house itself consists of four rooms—
two on the ground floor and one each on
the second and third floorm. The rooma
on the ground foor are the dining room
and kitehen. The dining room is furnished
with a large centsr table, chaira and side
table in Flemish onk, with the floor stalned
A dark brown, and a brown rug to mateh.
Partloularly notable in it is & brick open
fireplace surmounted by & white Colonial
mantel, on which are brass candlesticks,
while a palr of glass candlesticks and a
brass coffee urn stand on the side table.

The kitchen still laoka ts normal equip-
ment, which will bs installed within a few
dayn, but the bedroom is fully furnished
In birdseye maple, which, with a lght
green Coloninl rug and white enameling
averywhere, gives It a pecullariy bright and
cheery aspect On' the third floor s a
study equipped with rush-bottom chairs, &
comfortable cguch and othar accessories,

The present plan of Miss Edith Baer, who
has ocharge of the work In household admin«
istration, is to send the students to the
houmse In pairs to prepare luncheons and
dinners, thus insuring to each an udequate
oppoertunity to prove her practical house-
wifely abilitien. ‘Tha work In household
decoration and furnishing will be In charge
